of  the  GENERAL  COMMITTEE,  1946. 


The  General  Committee  has  pleasure  to  present  the  100th 
Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital  and  the  audited  Statement  of 
Accounts  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1946. 

CENTENARY  YEAR. 

This  year  has  been  the  Centenary  year  of  the  foundation  of  the 
Hospital,  the  completion  of  100  years  of  service  to  the  com¬ 
munity  of  Bootle  and  district.  It  was  hoped  that  this  year  would 
see  the  return  of  the  Hospital  to  Derby  Road  after  seven  years 
of  evacuation  to  temporary  war-time  premises  at  Linacre  Lane. 
It  was  further  hoped  to  celebrate  the  event  by  launching  an 
appeal  for  £50,000  to  rebuild  and  enlarge  the  old  half  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  but  the  austerity  and  rapidly  changing  conditions  of  these 
difficult  times  made  both  these  aims  impossible.  With  the 
publication  of  the  National  Health  Service  Bill,  which  became 
law  in  November,  it  was  clear  that  no  large  scale  appeal  would 
be  supported  by  the  public.  Consequently,  your  Committee 
substituted  a  modified  scheme  to  upgrade  these  buildings  and 
to  try  to  defray  the  cost  of  about  £20,000  by  a  limited  appeal. 
The  upgrading  was  started  immediately  licences  were  obtained 
and  while  the  buildings  at  Derby  Road  were  empty,  and  this  work 
will  be  completed  by  March,  1947.  There  is  no  doubt  that  both 
the  efficiency  and  appearance  of  the  Hospital  and  the  comfort 
of  the  patients  and  staff  will  be  considerably  enhanced  by  the 
work  now  in  progress. 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  ACT  (1946). 

By  this  Act  the  Minister  of  Health  will  be  responsible  for  pro¬ 
viding  the  whole  of  the  health  services  in  England  and  Wales, 
and  for  this  purpose  will  be  entrusted  with  the  ownership  of  all 
existing  hospitals,  both  voluntary  and  otherwise,  after  1st  April, 
1948.  An'  outline  of  the  scheme  appears  separately  in  the 
Hospital  Annual  Report  on  pages  25  to  29,  and  all  are  urged  to 
study  it. 

It  may  be  said  here  that,  largely  through  the  efforts  of  the 
British  Hospitals  Association,  improvements  in  the  original  Bill 
have  been  made  by  Parliament.  For  example,  local  management 
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Hospital  Committees,  which,  were  originally  to  have  been  mere 
rubber  stamps  of  the  Regional  Boards,  will  now  have  a  legal 
status  of  their  own,  will  have  complete  discretion  in  spending 
the  annual  state  grant  allocated  to  them,  will  appoint  their  own 
staff,  can  receive  gifts  and  legacies  for  specific  purposes  over 
and  above  the  bare  state  grant  for  maintenance,  and  these  gifts 
will  become  the  property  of  the  Local  Management  Committees. 
They  will  provide  that  link  between  the  public  and  hospital,  and 
it  will  be  vital  that  the  public  should  still  take  a  close  interest 
in  their  Local  Hospital.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the 
detailed  management  of  our  Hospital  is  not.  to  be  by  direction 
from  a  remote  Regional  Board  or  Whitehall,  but  by  a  real  live 
and  human  administration  by  local  people  for  their  local  hospital. 

CENTENARY  APPEAL. 

As  already  stated,  a  modified  Appeal  has  been  pursued  under 
the  able  organisation  of  Mr.  W.  Orchison,  who  was  appointed 
Appeals  Organiser  early  in  the  year.  He  has  done  well  in  most 
difficult  conditions,  and  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  results.  A 
list  of  the  amounts  received  is  published  elsewhere  in  the  Hos¬ 
pital  Report,  but  your  Committee  especialty  expresses  its  thanks 
for  the  following  outstanding  amounts  received:  —

During  the*  year  Mr.  F.  W.  King  was  obliged  to  resign  for 
health  reasons.  We  thank  him  for  his  work  and  interest  in  the 
Hospital  over  a  period  of  eighteen  years. 
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It  is  with  pleasure  that  wTe  welcome  Major  J.  Entwistle, 
A.M.I.E.E.,  who  accepted  your  Committee’s  invitation  to  serve 
on  the  General  Committee. 


VISITING  MEDICAL  STAFF. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  changes  during  the  year.  Mr. 
M.  J.  Bennett-Jones  resigned  from  his  position  as  Honorary 
Surgeon  on  being  called  to  the  Forces.  In  recognition  of  his 
splendid  work  for  the  Hospital  over  a  period  of  twelve  years, 
during  two  of  which  he  dealt  with  large  numbers  of  air-raid 
casualties,  he  was  unanimously  elected  Honorary  Consultant 
Surgeon.  Mr.  Frank  I.  Evans  was  appointed  to  succeed  him. 
Dr.  Robert  M.  Evans  wTas  appointed  Honorary  Physician,  and 
Mr.  F.  C.  Dwyer,  Honorary  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  and  Surgeon  in 
charge  of  the  Fracture  Department.  We  express  our  gratitude 
and  thanks  to  Mr  Moroney,  who  carried  on  the  work  of  this 
department  in  a  temporary  capacity  following  the  death  of  Mr. 
W.  S’.  Diggle. 

Once  again  your  Committee  thank  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff 
for  all  the  skill  and  attention  they  have  bestowed  on  the  patients. 


THE  YEAR’S  WORK. 

The  occupation  of  war-time  premises  and  separate  buildings 
have  again  made  the  year  a  difficult  one  from  the  point  of  view 
of  administration,  while  the  constant  delavs  in  obtaining  materials 
and  provision  of  suitable  labour  are  prolonging  the  upgrading  of 
our  Derby  Road  premises.  The  number  of  In-patients  were  the 
highest  since  1937  at  2,070',  while  the  large  volume  of  Out-patient 
and  casualty  work  was  maintained  as  shown  by  the  following 
figures  :  —

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FINANCE. 

In  contrast  to  the  years  1944  and  1945,  in  which  both  income 
and  expenditure  were  remarkably  steady,  1946  shows  a  steep  rise, 
income  being  more  by  some  £8,570  and  expenditure  by  £8,603. 
The  deficit  for  the  year  is  £7,772,  as  compared  with  £7,739  for 
1945. 

Practically  every  item  of  income  has  increased,  which  is  en¬ 
couraging.  Voluntary  gifts  by  £700;  Contributory  Scheme  grants 
by  £2,000;  Ministry  of  Health  by  £4,900;  Public  Authority  pay¬ 
ments  by  £700. 

Expenditure  has  increased  partly  by  a  general  rise  in  the  prices 
of  commodities,  but  mainly  on  account  of  the  National  Salary 
Scales  having  been  formulated  in  respect  of  all  hospital  employees 
and  which  wrere  a  substantial  increase  on  those  previously  paid, 
involving  an  additional  expenditure  of  £4,000  this  year.  The  full 
effect  of  these  increases  will  not  be  felt  until  1947.  Domestic 
expenditure  is  largely  up  because  of  the  extensive  renovation  of 
furniture  which  has  been  necessary  to  fit  it  for  use  on  our  return 
to  Derby  Poad.  Miscellaneous  expenditure  shows  a  large 
increase,  mainly  due  to  new  arrangements  which  had  be  made 
for  the  transfer  of  patients  between  Derby  Poad  and  Linacre 
Pane. 

This  additional  expenditure  is  naturally  reflected  in  the  cost 
of  maintaining  and  treating  patients  and,  as  before  mentioned, 
this  has  brought  the  cost  per  patient  per  wreek  to  £7.

Your  Committee  gratefully  acknowledges  £1,000  to  endow  a 
bed  in  the  name  of  “  Joshua  Horner  Graham.”

CONCLUSION. 

Finally,  your  Committee  would  emphasise  the  need  for  the 
continued  support  and  interest  of  the  public.  The  Hospital  has 
to  be  maintained  on  a  voluntary  basis  until  the  1st  April, 
1948.  The  support  of  the  public  will  still  be  required  afterwards, 
because  just  as  the  state  provision  for  the  fighting  services  does 
not  cover  all  the  needs  of  the  men  in  those  services  (demonstrated 
by  the  existence  of  comforts  and  benevolent  funds),  so  it  is 
certain  that  the  individual  hospital  in  the  state  services  will  have 
needs  not  covered  by  the  state  payment,  and  which  will  require 
to  be  met  by  people  in  a  spirit  of  good  neighbourliness  and  con¬ 
tinued  service.  There  will  always  be  need  for  more  money  to 
enable  progress  to  be  made  both  in  medical  research  and  in  the 
many  aspects  of  improved  hospital  services  and  administration. 

Parliament,  realising  this  need,  has  required  the  Act  to  provide 
that  any  gifts  made  to  a  particular  hospital  after  the  day  the 
Service  comes  into  operation,  may  be  retained  by  that  hospital 
for  application  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  giver. 

It  would  be  a  calamity  if,  before  the  hospitals  were  absorbed  into 
the  service,  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  lose  their  present  financial 
support  and  thereby  also  lose  the  interest  of  their  well  wishers 
and  supporters.  Indeed,  the  National  Health  Service  itself  will 
derive  much  of  its  vitality  and  its  humanity  from  the  extent  to 
which  the  public  continues  to  give  both  its  interest  and  support. 
Given  that  support,  the  future  hospital  service  will  continue  to  be 
sympathetic  and  in  the  best  interest  of  the  patients.  Without 
that  kindly  interest,  hospitals  will  become  just  one  more  dry 
official  government  department.  And  in  dealing  with  human 
beings  that  is  unthinkable.

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MEDICAL  BOARD  REPORT. 


The  year  has  been  most  eventful  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
Medical  Board. 

Our  Resident  Medical  Staff  have  more  than  maintained  the 
high  standard  expected  of  them,  and  several  doctors  returned 
from  the  Forces  have  served  the  Hospital.  The  staff  has  increased 
by  the  appointment  of  a  Medical  Registrar  under  the  Ministry  of 
Health  post-graduate  training  scheme. 

The  Board  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Mr.  M.  J. 
Bennett- Jones  after  eleven  years  as  Honorary  Surgeon.  He  has 
been  appointed  a  Consulting  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital.  The 
resignation  of  Dr.  Anderson  from  the  appointment  of  Honorary 
Pathologist  because  of  ill-health  is  much  regretted. 

Three  new  appointments  to  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff  have 
been  made,  Mr.  F.  I.  Evans  being  appointed  Honorary  Surgeon; 
Dr.  Robert  M.  Evans,  Honorarv  Physician;  and  Mr.  F.  C. 
Dwyer,  Honorary  Orthopaedic  Surgeon. 

The  Board  wish  to  express  their  gratitude  to  Mr.  P.  B. 
Moroney,  who  acted  as  Temporary  Assistant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon. 

In  the  Pharmaceutical  Department  the  facilities  are  being 
greatly  increased  by  the  addition  of  a  laboratory  for  preparing 
sterile  drugs  and  Penicillin  solutions. 

New  radiant  heat  lamps,  and  a  paraffin-wax  bath  in  the  Physio¬ 
therapy  Department  are  giving  very  satisfactory  service. 

The  improvements  made  in  the  Hospital  buildings  and  equip¬ 
ment  at  Derby  Road  will  be  as  beneficial  to  the  welfare  of  the 
patients  as  they  are  extensive,  and  are  welcomed  by  the  Medical 
Board.  The  return  to  such  increased  amenities  after  the  years 
spent  under  difficult  conditions  at  Linacre  Lane  is  particularly 
satisfactory. 


The  Board  wish  to  record  their  great  appreciation  of  the 
unstinted  devotion  to  duty  of  the  Nursing  Staff  and  of  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Lay  Staff  during  the  past  year.

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NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


The  following  briefly  explains  the  National  Health  Service  as  it 
will  affect  Voluntary  Hospitals,  and  is  re-printed  by  permission 
of  the  British  Hospitals  Association  from  statements  made  by  ' 
the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  that  Association  at  the  Annual 
Meeting,  November,  1946:  — 

The  Chairman  (Sir  Bernard  Docker): — You  will  remember 
your  feelings  when  publication  of  the  Bill  appeared  to 
confirm  our  worst  apprehensions — that  what  had  been 
regarded  locally  as  “  our  hospitals  ”  were  to  become  the  property 
of  the  State,  that  the  many  millions  of  pounds  of  their  capital 
funds  wrere  to  be  taken  away  and,  as  it  seemed,  that  the  hospitals 
themselves  were  to  lose  local  identity  and  be  managed  and 
administered  by  some  remote  regional  body.  That  was  the  position 
in  March,  1946,  when  the  National  Health  Service  Bill  was  intro¬ 
duced  into  Parliament.  You  have  now  in  your  hands  a  paper 
which  briefly  reviews  the  National  Health  Service  Act  to  which 
Royal  Assent  was  given  as  recently  as  the  6th  November,  1946, 
and  you  will  appreciate  how  different  the  position  is  now. 

Throughout  the  months  when  the  Bill  was  under  consideration, 
first  in  the  House  of  Commons  and  later  in  the  House  of  Lords, 
the  Association  worked  unceasingly.  Our  principal  objectives 
were,  in  the  first  place,  to  ensure  that  the  Service  would  provide 
the  individual  patient  not  only  with  the  necessary  medical  treat¬ 
ment  with  a  really  human  service  in  which  his  interests  would  at 
all  times  be  the  first  consideration.  Secondly,  to  ensure,  in  the 
interests  of  the  patient,  that  the  management  of  the  individual 
hospital  should  remain  as  a  local  interest  and  a  local  responsibility 
for  local  people,  notwithstanding  that  the  obligation  to  provide 
the  whole  Service  would  lie  with  the  Minister.  Thirdly,  to  ensure 
that  there  would  be  no  loss  of  interest  in  the  hospitals  pending 
the  beginning  of  the  new  Service  and,  equally  important,  to 
ensure  a  continuance  of  that  interest  under  the  new  conditions 
on  and  after  the  change  over.  Fourthly,  to  secure  to  the  doctors 
that  professional  freedom  in  the  treatment  of  their  patients  and 
in  undertaking  medical  research  which  are  essential  to  progress 
in  the  prevention,  the  diagnosis  and  the  treatment  of  disease. 
Fifthly,  to  ensure  that  every  hospital  should  have  the  right  to  seek 
and  to'  hold  gifts  which  would  be  discretionary  funds  available  to 
meet  the  particular  needs  in  a  particular  locality  or  hospital,  so 
that  neither  the  National  Service  as  a  whole  nor  the  individual 
hospital  within  it  should  be  wholly  dependent  upon  the  Treasury 
grants  or  payments.  Sixthly,  to  ensure,  so  far  as  possible,  that 
in  the  use  of  their  gifts,  regard  should  be  had  to  the  wishes  of  past 
contributors  and  benefactors  in  order  that  people  should  still  be 
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encouraged  to  interest  themselves  in  and  support  the  work  of, 
hospitals.  It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  our  efforts  in  each  of  these 
endeavours  have  been  successful. 

Very  briefly,  by  a  series  of  alterations  to  the  Bill,  the  position 
under  the  Act  is  as  follows.  Firstly,  as  to  the  teaching  hospitals. 
Their  position  is  virtually  as  it  was  when  the  Bill  was  published. 
That  is  to  say,  they  will  be  run  by  new  Boards  of  Governors 
appointed  by  and  directly  responsible  to,  the  Minister.  They  will 
have  considerable  powers,  including  the  appointment  of  all  their 
staffs  and  control  over  their  endowments.  But  I  want  to  impress 
on  you  that  they  will  have  to>  be  vigilant  and  jealous  guardians  of 
their  duties  to  their  patients  at  that  time  they  are  extending  their 
functions  as  centres  of  medical  learning.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
their  Boards  of  Governors  will  he  so  appointed  by  the  Minister 
as  to  preserve  a  proper  balance  between  the  claims  of  medical 
education  on  the  one  hand  and  the  needs  of  their  patient  on  the 
other. 

Then  as  to  all  the  other  hospitals,  bv  which  I  mean  the  non- 
teaching  hospitals,  and  remember  that  it  is  these  which  will 
provide  the  bulk  of:  the  beds  and  must  form  the  backbone  of  the 
Service.  It  was  in  their  field  that  our  anxieties  were  greatest  and 
it  is  to  their  benefit  that  many  substantial  amendments  to  the 
Bill  have  been  secured.  For  example,  the  following  privileges, 
none  of  which  were  included  under  the  Bill,  are  now  accorded  to 
them  by  the  Act.  Firstly,  it  is  to  be  the  duty  of  their  new 
Management  Committees  to  control  and  manage  their  particular 
hospital  or  group.  Secondly,  Management  Committees  are  to 
have  corporate  legal  entity — the  right  to1  sue  and  the  liablity  to 
be  sued.  Thirdly,  they  are  to  be  free  to  undertake  medical 
research.  Fourthly,  they  will  have  freedom  after  the  National 
Service  starts,  to  receive  gifts  and  legacies  and  to  apply  them 
for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  given ;  and  they  will  be  able 
to  retain  for  use  by  their  hospital,  or  the  group  within  which  their 
hospital  may  be  comprised,  certain  gifts  and  legacies  received 
by  their  hospital  between  6th  November,  1946 — when  the  Act 
became  law — and  that  date  in  1948  when  the  National  Service 
begins. 

Fifthly,  they  will  prepare  an  annual  budget  of  the  monies 
that  they  will  require  from  the  State  and,  when  the  budget  has 
been  agreed,  they  will  have  control  of  the  expenditure  of  the  lump 
sum  thus  provided  for  the  purpose.  Sixthly,  where  a  particular 
hospital  has  been  linked  in  its  character  and  associations  to  a 
particular  religious  denomination,  regard  will  be  had  to  the  preser¬ 
vation  of  the  character  and  associations  of  the  hospital  in  all 
]  natters  affecting  its  administration  and  in  the  appointment  of  its 
Management  Committee.  The  Minister  has  also  given  an  assur- 
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ance  that,  although  the  Act  does  not  so  specify,  regulations  will 
provide  that  the  Management  Committees  of  these  non-teaching 
hospitals  will  be  able  to  appoint  their  staffs  except  senior  medical 
staff.  These  will  be  appointed  by  a  sub-committee  of  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  of  the  Management 
Committee  of  the  hospital  concerned.  The  Act  also'  provides  that 
in  the  use  of  any  past  endowments,  whether  belonging  to  a 
teaching  or  non-teaching  hospital,  regard  will  be  had,  so  far  as 
possible,  to  the  wishes  of  the  donor,  including,  in  particular, 
observance  of  conditions  intended  to  preserve  the  memory  of  any 
person  or  class  of  persons,  as,  for  instance,  in  the  case  of  war 
memorials.  These  amendments  vitally  affect  both  the  existing 
governing  bodies  of  vountary  hospitals  and  their  supporters. 

The  existing  governing  bodies  of  voluntary  hospitals  will  be 
greatly  encouraged  by  the  fact  that  they  are  assured  of  a  con¬ 
tinuing  interest  in  the  new  service  and  there  will  be  representation 
from  the  existing  governing  bodies  on  the  new  Boards  of 
Governors  and  Management  Committees  which  will  be  appointed 
under  the  Act.  They  will  also  be  greatly  encouraged  to  go  on 
seeking  the  interest  of  their  supporters,  since  certain  gifts  received 
during  the  interim  period  and  all  gifts  given  after  the  “  appointed 
day  ”  will  definitely  be  retained  for  use  by  the  hospital  to  which 
they  are  given.  Thus  the  present  governing  bodies  have  been 
given  the  incentive  to  maintain  the  services  of  their  hospitals  at 
the  highest  possible  standard  during  the  period  before  the  service 
change  over  so  that  their  hospitals  can  enter  the  new  scheme 
in  proper  shape.  In  my  view,  where  hospitals  have  got  urgent 
plans  either  for  making  good  ravages  due  to  the  war  or  for  im¬ 
provements  that  are  realy  urgently  necessary,  they  should  now 
submit  these  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  without  whose  licences 
the  necessary  materials  and  labour,  as  we  very  well  now,  cannot 
be  secured. 

The  hospital  supporter  will. also  be  re-assured  by  the  knowledge 
that  local  interest  and  management  are  still  to  be  a  special  feature 
of  the  Service,  that  any  special  gift  that  he  makes  between  now 
and  the  commencement  of  the  Service  will  be  retained  for  use 
in  the  hospital  or  the  locality  to  which  he  gives  it,  and  that  from 
the  “  appointed  day  ”  any  further  gift  he  may  make  will  quite 
definitely  be  retained  by  the  hospital  to  which  he  gives  it  and  will 
be  applied  to  the  purposes  which  he  specifies. 

I  trust  that  gifts  which  may  have  been  cancelled  since  the 
publication  of  the  Bill,  and  monies  like  war  memorial  funds  whose 
disposal  to  hospitals  has  been,  postponed,  will  now  find  their  way 
to  the  hospitals  for  whose  benefit  they  were  originally  intended. 
I  hope,  too>,  that  those  who  have  already  supported  medical 
research,  and  others  wishing  to  do  so,  will  now  make  their  gifts, 
secure  in  the  knowledge  that  these  will  be  applied  in  accordance 
with  the  donors’  intentions. 


On  all  these  counts,  I  would  say  to  the  existing  governors  and 
supporters  of  voluntary  hospitals  “  Go  to  it!”  and,  in  doing  so, 

I  cannot  do  better  than  quote  the  words  used  the  other  day  by 
Alderman  Charles  Key,  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Minister 
of  Health,  when  he  visited  a  volntary  hospital  not  far  from  here. 
This  is  what  he  said,: 

“  The  scope  for  voluntary  work  in  the  Health  Service  of  the 
future  will  be  just  as  wide  as  it  has  been  in  the  past.” 

It  would  be  difficult  to  over-estimate  the  debt  which  the  health 
services  of  this  country  owed  to  voluntary  effort,  especially  in 
hospitals.  The  voluntary  hospitals  had  rendered  immeasurable 
service . 

Aid.  Key  added:  “  It  has  been  said  that  the  merging  of  the 
voluntary  hospitals  into  a  single  comprehensive  scheme  must 
discourage  voluntary  work  and  private  generosity.  But  the 
reverse  is  the  case.  Benefactors  should  not  be  put  off,  for  this 
valuable  outlet  for  benevolence  will  be  made  more  attractive  by 
the  knowledge  that  money  given  to  hospital  need  no  longer  be 
used  for  their  general  expenditure ;  it  can  be  devoted  to  special 
purposes — to  the  forwarding  of  medical  knowledge,  or  to  the 
comfort  of  the  patients,  in  a  way  which  was  previously  impos¬ 
sible  for  hospitals  which  had  difficulty  in  meeting  their  day-to-day 
expenses. 

“  Voluntary  work,  however,  is  not  confined  to  writing  cheques 
or  bequeathing  money.  The  voluntary  hospitals  of  this  country 
owe  as  much  to  the  unpaid  and  public  spirited  work  of  all  those 
who  have  worked  for  them  and  in  them,  as  they  do  to  those  who 
have  subscribed  money  for  them.  The  scope  for  voluntary  work 
in  the  Health  Service  of  the  future  will  be  just  as  wide  as  it  has 
been  in  the  past.  The  Regional  Boards,  the  Management  Com¬ 
mittees,  the  House  Committees,  and  many  other  bodies  will  pro¬ 
vide  opportunities  for  those  who  wish  to  serve  the  public  interest. 

“  Indeed,  we  hope  that  when  the  pre-occupation  with  finance 
is  removed  and  the  hospitals  are  freed  from  the  need  to  collect 
in  the  streets  for  their  essential  work,  the  scope  for  voluntary 
service  will  be  greater  than  ever  before.” 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  J.  P.  Wetenhall) :  The  first  question  was 
as  to  whether  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  was  sincere  in  what 
he  said.  I  think  the  answer  to  that  question  is  provided  in  that 
short  pamphlet  we  have  just  produced  in  an  attempt  to  explain 
what  the  position  of  the  patient  and  of  the  hospital  services 
generally  will  be  when  the  Act  comes  into  force.  I  would  not 
subscribe,  nor  would  I  suggest  that  anybody  need  subscribe,  to 
the  pessimistic  view  that  because  the  State  is  going  to  pay  the 
essential  costs  of  the  Nation  Service  as  such,  that  people  in  this 
country  are  going  to  be  so  “  uncivic  ’  ’  minded  and  become  such 

bad  neighbours  as  to  have  no  further  interest  in  a  service  such 


as  that  for  the  sick.  I  hope  we  shall  take  the  other  view — namely 
that  the  new  service  must  be  animated  by  personal  interest  and 
direct  contacts  and  by  support  for  all  the  things  that  will  never 
fully  be  met  merely  by  payments  from  the  taxpayer’s  money. 
I  think  we  have  great  encouragement  to  take  that  view,  and  I 
should  be  sorry  for  all  of  us  as  patients  if  we  did  not. 

The  next  question  was  on  the  function  of  the  House  Committees 
and  the  somewhat  related  question  of  the  composition  of  these 
various  bodies  and  grouping.  May  I  take  the  three  questions 
and  pool  them?  First  of  all,  the  management  committee  and  its 
composition.  We  are  assured  that  the  Minister,  through  the 
Regional  Board,  will  consult  with  the  existing  governing  body  of 
every  single  existing  voluntary  hospital  in  the  composition  of  the 
management  committee  concerned  only  with  the  affairs  of  that 
hospital,  whether  that  hospital  be  grouped  with  others  or  not.  So 
there  is,  in  the  first  place,  direct  consultation.  Further,  the  Act 
provides  that  in  the  appointment  of  the  new  management  com¬ 
mittees  there  will  be  representation  drawn  from  our  own  existing 
ranks  of  those  experienced  in  work  on  hospital  committees.  That 
in  itself,  by  the  way,  was  an  amendment  to>  the  Bill.  Next,  there 
may  be  a  hospital  management  committee  for  a  single  hospital, 
but  in  that  case  the  indication  quite  clearly  is  that  it  will  be 
a  large  hospital,  and  generally  speaing  I  think  it  is  safe  to  assume 
that  the  tendency  will  be  for  several  hospitals  to  be  grouped 
under  one  management  committee.  What  we  do  not  know  at 
the  moment  is  exactly  the  basis  on  which  that  grouping  will  be 
done.  I  think  you  will  agree  that  we  should  press  that  the  group¬ 
ing  of  hospitals,  where  necessary,  should  be  wherever  possible 
on  a  local  basis  so  as  to  foster  a  spirit  of  entity.  We  did  press, 
in  order  to  ensure  that  the  practical  management  of  the  individual 
hospital  within  a  group  should  be  a  reality,  that  there  should  be 
a  House  Committee  appointed  for  each  such  unit.  The  arrange¬ 
ments  for  House  Committees  will  be  dealt  with  by  regulation, 
and  while  I  cannot  sav  what  the  dutv  of  the  House  Committees 

Is  * 

will  be,  I  think  it  is  clear  that  they  will  not  have  the  major  func¬ 
tions  of  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  itself. 

Now  the  last  question  is  the  vitally  important  question  of  the 
Regional  Boundaries.  After  all,  that  is  the  fundamental  point 
from  which  the  whole  of  the  service  will  arise  because,  having 
established  these  boundaries,  the  Regional  Boards  to  plan  within 
them  will  be  formed,  and  so  this  great  structure  of  administration 
will  arise.  I  think  we  are  wise  to  bear  in  mind  that  these 
Regional  Hospital  Boards  will  not  now  be — under  the  original 
terms  of  the  Bill  they  might  verv  well  have  been — concerned  with 
a  lot  of  administrative  detail.  They  are  essentially  bodies  which 
are  going  to  be  concerned  with  the  policy  and  the  planning  and 
the  supervision  and  not  for  administration  of  matters  within 
the  area.

ALMONER’S  REPORT. 


During  1946  a  considerable  amount  of  Social  work  has  been  undertaken  by 
this  Department.  104  Convalescences  have  been  arranged  in  comparison  with 
62  for  the  previous  year,  the  cost  being  met  largely  by  the  Merseyside 
Hospitals  Council.  In  other  cases  the  Approved  Societies  have  been  approached 
for  grants,  and  different  organisations  such  as  the  Personal  Service  Society, 
British  Legion,  Child  Welfare  Association  and  the  Soldiers’,  Sailors’  and 
Airmen’s  Families  Association,  have  all  helped.  Similarly,  these  agencies 
have  been  approached  regarding  the  cost  of  appliances  recommended  by  the 
Medical  Staff.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  appliances 
recommended  during  1946.  Altogether  201  have  been  provided,  against  145 
in  the  previous  year. 

Extra  nourishment  has  been  provided  when  needed.  Transfers  from  the 
ward  to  Homes  for  Chronic  cases  have  been  arranged.  Advice  has  been  given 
to  patients  about  various  problems  regarding  National  Health  claims, 
Unemployment  Insurance  and  Family  Allowances. 

It  has  sometimes  happened  that  a  mother  has  been  recommended  admission 
to  the  ward  but  cannot  take  the  doctor’s  advice  as  she  has  children  at  home. 
In  such  a  case  the  Believing  Officer  has  arranged  for  the  children  to  be 
admitted  to  a  Plome,  so  that  the  mother  can  come  into  hospital.  The  follow¬ 
ing  examples  can  be  quoted  to  illustrate  other  types  of  work  undertaken : — 

(1)  A  little  girl  named  Betty  had  been  in  the  wards'  for  two  years  suffering 
from  severe  burns  and  in  consequence  of  which  she  lost  her  eyesight.  She 
was  six  years  old,  and  as  she  was  missing  her  early  schooling  through  her 
disability,  the  Blind  Welfare  Centre  was  approached  and,  as  a  result,  object 
lessons  wTere  arranged  in  the  ward.  It  has  now  been  possible  to  arrange  for 
her  admission  to  a  Residential  Blind  School  as  she  has  undergone  plastic 
surgical  treatment  at  a  special  hospital. 

(2)  Miss  Iv.  suffered  from  Chronic  Nephritis,  consequently  she  could  not 
obtain  suitable  work.  She  was  advised  to  register  as  a  disabled  person  and 
thereby  increase  the  chances  of  finding  work.  Extra  milk  was  provided  as 
she  was  entitled  to  it  on  account  of  the  complaint.  The  family  circumstances 
were  so  poor  that  help  was  needed  in  buying  bedding.  As  the  patient’s 
father  was  in  receipt  of  a  war-pension,  the  Royal  Naval  Benevolent  Trust 
was  approached  and  a  considerable  grant  was  made. 

(3)  Mr.  M.  suffered  from  Disseminated  Sclerosis.  He  could  not  use  his 
legs  and  a  wheel-chair  was  provided  on  loan  by  arrangement  with  the 
Merseyside  Flospitals  Council.  Now,  through  the  British  Legion,  the  patient 
has  his  own  wheel-chair  free  of  cost.  The  same  patient  had  the  chance  of 
a  holiday  in  Cheshire  but  could  not  travel  there  by  train.  The  Hospital  Car 
Service  arranged  for  him  to  be  taken  by  car  to  Nantwich  and  home  again. 
In  this  case  the  reasonable  charge  of  3d.  per  mile  had  to  be  met  from  the 
Hospital  Social  Welfare  Fund.  The  Red  Cross  Society-  was  also  approached 
regarding  the  same  patient  and  it  was  hoped  that  they  could  arrange  for 
him  to  be  provided  with  a  hobby  at  home.  Unfortunately,  the  patient  had 
to  be  re-admitted  to  the  ward  and  is  still  in  hospital.  On  account  of  home 
circumstances,  'his  admission  to  a  permanent  home  is  now  being  arranged 
through  the  British  Legion. 

(4)  Rose  C.  was  admitted  to  the  ward  and  needed  prolonged  convalescence 
on  account  of  very  poor  home  conditions.  The  Child  Welfare  Association 
arranged  for  her  to  stay  at  the  Ellen  Gonner  Home,  Hoylake,  for  nine 
months,  and  from  there  she  has  been  admitted  to  a  special  Residential  School.
